The Democratic victories in the
state elections, led by the tri-
umph of Culbert L. Olson over
Frank F. Merriam for the gover-
norship, struck’ the state admin-
istration with the force of a
tidal wave.

Aided by a top-heavy Bourbon
registration and riding the tide
of a growing demand for liberal~
ized old agd pensions, the Dem-
ocratic party came back to pow-
er in California and gained con-
trol of the state’s patronage for
the first time since the days of
“Buckboard Jim” Budd in 1894,

The democrats controlled the
assembly in 1937, but witheut
the governorship and a majority
in the senate were unable to
make much headway. But the
tide has reversed and now the
Democrats, adhering closely to
Ihr‘ well established political prac-

e, will administer California’s
,nf.nrs in great measure for the
next four years at least.

Pressure to be Great

The Republican party retained
control of the senate, which may
prove a stumbling block to some
of Olson’s proposed adjustments
in the governmental structures.
Yet because the governor has the
final say on all legislation passed
it is believed the GOP upper
house members may have to
make their peace with the ex-
ecutive office to get their home
town meas: i

Tremendous pressure will be
on Olson from the day he takes
office. He promised reform on
a large scale; he indicated that
a pardon for Thomas J. Mooney
may be among the first acts of
his administration; he denounced
the GOP as reactionary and will
be held to account by the liberal
wing of the electorate which
supported him on that basis.

All of these things add up to
a large scale headache for an in-
coming governor. Olson will be
faced with the task of finding
